Science was to own 100% of the 
stock of `the subsidiary，but Liu

Undermining Immigration Act

芝 (PNS) - Fear of family separation 
Uis undermining the very Purpose of 
the Jmmigration Reftorm and Con- 
ftrol Act of 1986. 
By extending amnesty only to 
those individual aliens who can 
0 that they have lived or 
worked in the US for the required 
Uperiods of time，the act forces 
many families which have members 
who do not qualify to decide 
between separating or continuing to 
Ulive here illegally. 
Many families are opting for the 
jatter，as is apparent 们 om the 
ialready lower than expected number 
iof aliens applying for legalization. 
Un So doing，they are perpetuating 
the existence of the illegal popula- 


acteristic and disingenuous form of 
American generosity. It is also 
inconsistent with commitments the 


US has made to international law. 


In Signing the 1975 Helsinki 
Accords，our country committed 
itself to "deal in a positive and 
humanitarian Spirit with the appli- 
cations of persons who wish to be 
Teunified with members of their 
families." 

We have been Tightfully critical 
of nations Such as the Soviet Union 
which grant exit visas to only one 
member of the family，thereby for- 
cing those who wish to emigrate to 
abandon their families. Our conduct 
toward the families of legalized 
aliens mnust follow a_ different，more 
principled path.

Several aspects of the legalization 
Process itself. 

Applicants mnust list the name and 
location of every son，daughter， 
brother， Sister and Ppresent and 
former spouse.

But from an applicant's perspec- 
tive，Pproviding the INS with the 
names and whereabouts of other 
aliens -- particularly ineligible 
family .members -- comes close to 
aiding and abetting the enemy. 
Mistrust of the INS'S motives is 
only enhanced by its use of former 


Separation， except 3a Vague ITeassu-

cants get little comfort from this， 
however，because the INS has no 
national standard which determines 
which families will be permitted to 
stay together.

Perhaps it was unaware of the economic and psy- 
chological importance of the family to undocumented 
aliens who rely on it for support. Or maybe it was 
afraid that 这 legalization was extended to all family 
members，too many aliens would be legalized. 

But under existing immigration law，the Spouse and 
children of those who are Successfully legalized will 
Ultimately be _ entitled to _ enter the US，Requiring 
parents，children and siblings to separate from one 
another in order to apply at a later date for admis- 
Sion is Senseless. It occurs at great expense to their 
educational，cultural and psychological well-being. 

Means not extraordinary toO Prevent family Separa- 
tion are _ available within existing immigration PIToce- 
dures. For example，district directors could choose not 
to deport ineligible members， 

But to ensure a just and uniform policy consistent 
with the goals of the new law and with the value of 
family unity within American history，Congress needs 
now to instruct the INS to grant legal status to the 
spouses and children of newly legalized aliens.

SAN FRANCISCO - These photos 
of children by Kem Lee may bring 
.bittersweet memories to _ those who 
Iemember the man who for half a 
century was one of . Chinatown's 
Imost ITespected and Successful pho- 
tographers， East[Hest is proud to 
display the photos in honor of the 
Upcormaing first anniversary of Lee's 
death. 

On June 2，1986，shortly after 
gliving a lecture to a photography 
club，he sutffered a stroke. Taken 
to Chinese Hospital be slipped into 
a coma and died on Oct. 2 at the 
age of 76. More than 1,000 people 
attended his funeral. 

At the house in Berkeley where 
he lived with his wife，Nanying 
Stella Wong，Lee left behind thou- 
Sands of photographs -- mainly of 
People and events in Chinatown. A 
master of both color and black and 
white，he was the official photogra- 
pher of the Miss Chinatown USA 
Pageant from 1938 until his death. 

For more than 25 years he PrIo- 
vided unlimited photos to China- 
town newspapers for free. "All I got 
was my byline.， But it helped build 
up Imy trade”he once Said. 

A native of Toishan District ip 
China，he emigrated to _ California 


in 1927，getting a job as a houseboy 
for an American family. He stayed 
with the family for seven yearsS， 
graduated from San Mateo High 
School,， then studied art and photog- 
Iaphy during the Depression era. 


After working as a laundryman 
for several yearSs，he began a careeT 
as 3a commercial artist. But his 
natural ease with strangers and his 
talent for posing the face and body 
in creative ways led to greater 
success ,3S 3 Portrait photographer. 
At about the same time he was 
Switching careers，he Imarried_ Stella 
Wong，a poet and artist. She 
encouraged him to keep up his 
Painting and to write Poetry 地 
Chinese; he pursued both as lifelong 
hobbies. 


MET _ PRESIDENT 


While his portrait Photography 
Provided a_ living，his news photog- 
raphy won him a totaly unexpected 
honor: He was invlited to the White 
House to Imeet President Lyndon 
Johnson. Among Lee's most cher- 
ished photos was one Showing him 
shaking the President's band. 

He officialy retired around 1977 
and turned over the management of 
his studios to _ his-nephew and niece， 
David and Susan Lee.， But，up to 
the end，Lee could often be seen at

He was active with the Chinese 
American ,Citizens Alliance，the Lee
